INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
FRIDAY, NOVEMBER 9, 2001- 0800 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was heavy in the Southern Area and light
elsewhere. One new large fire was reported in the Eastern Area. Very high
to extreme Ffire indices were reported in Georgia, Indiana, Kentucky, North
Carolina, Pennsylvania, Texas and Virginia.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

RIVER #1, Cherokee National Forest. This fire is one-half mile east of the
Tellico Ranger Station, TN. The Tellico River Road has been closed. No new
information was reported.

REDBIRD FALL FIRES, Daniel Boone National Forest. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Kearney) is assigned and is working under a unified
command with the Kentucky Division of Forestry. This complex of fires is
nine miles east of Manchester, KY. Five new starts were reported
yesterday. Fires continue to burn at night and on the upper slopes.

SOUTHEASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2
Incident Management Team (Farson) is assigned. This complex of fires is
located near Pikeville, Manchester and London, KY. Fire activity began on
10/19 and a complex was formed on 11/3. One new fire was reported
yesterday. Several homes are threatened in Whitley and Harlan counties.

KENTUCKY RIVER COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Spicer) is assigned. This complex is located in nine
counties surrounding Hazard, KY. Seven new fires were reported yesterday.

EASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Conley) is assigned. This complex of fires is located in
six counties surrounding Betsy Lane, KY. Helicopter bucket drops are
assisting with initial attack and mopup activities.

EASTERN AREA LARGE FIRES:



RAMSEY, Pennsylvania Division of Fire Protection. This fire is located
outside Jersey Shore, PA, near a state wilderness area and is burning in
downed oak fuels. Crews and dozers continue to work the fire.

HORSE ROCK, Maryland State Forestry. This fire is located one-half mile
southeast of Westernport, MD and is burning in a gypsy moth kill area, in
steep terrain. Several homes are threatened. Burning and falling shags
have forced the closure of Maryland Route 135 near Westernport.

OUTLOOK :

A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED IN VIRGINIA, NORTH CAROLINA, SOUTH
CAROLINA, SOUTHEAST GEORGIA AND NORTHEAST FLORIDA FOR GUSTY WINDS AND LOW
RELATIVE HUMIDITY.

A cold front will move through the eastern and southern sections of the
southeast with strong high pressure building behind the front. Strong
winds and low relative humidity will extend from the southern Appalachians
to Florida, otherwise the area will be mostly sunny to partly cloudy, with
scattered showers over southern and eastern Texas. Temperatures will be 55
to 65 in the north and 70 to 80 in the south. Minimum relative humidity
will be 20 to 30 percent in the north and 30 to 40 percent in the south.
Winds will be northerly at 15 to 25 mph behind the front and light and
variable ahead of the front.

A weak ridge of high pressure will continue to bring slightly warmer
temperatures and a little below normal relative humidity to southern
California. There will be patchy morning low clouds and fog along the
coast, otherwise conditions will be mostly sunny with a few high clouds.
Temperatures will range from the mid 60s to mid 70s in the mountains and
mid 70s to mid 80s in the valleys with minimum relative humidity at 20 to
30 percent. Winds will be from the northeast to southeast at 15 to 25 mph
in the morning becoming southeast to southwest at 10 to 18 mph in the
afternoon.
